Passages in the Queen's Correspond- 
ence With Tennyson Which Cre- 
ate a Sensation, 



Was Her Majesty Ready to Oppose 
Her Ministers on the Home 
Rule Question? 



New York, Oct. b\— The Evening Post 
to-day prints a despatch from London 
which says: No little talk haB been 
aroused in political circles over passages 
in Lord Tennyson's biography which 
nearly all the reviewers purposely or ac- 
cidentally overlooked. Passages in let- 
ters between Lord Tennyson and the 
Queen furnish the first direct evidence 
of the Queen's bitter and active hos 
tility to the home rule policy of her 
then constitutional advisors and quite 
upset the notion that tho Queen haB be- 
come the mere echo of her ministers. 

it is a well known fact that these let' 
tersare now published by the deliberate 
wish ol tier Majesty. This lends pe- 
culiar interest and importance to the 
disclosure, suggesting either her belief 
that Irish home rule is dead beyond re- 
call, though Mr. John Morley has this 
week at;ain nailed tho home rule colors 
to tho Liberal mast, or else her fixed de- 
termination to withhold her acceptance 
of any BUch constitutional change. Mr, 
Gladstone waB the Queen's prime minis- 
ter in June, 1895, and by the constitu- 
tion tho recipient of her political confi- 
dences, yet she was at this time writing 
to Lord Tennyson on political topics in a 
letter which is withheld, but as Lord 
Tennyson's reply suggests was in oppo- 
sition to Mr, Gladstone's views. 

Again in April, 18SG, two days after 
Mr. Gladstone, as the Queen's first 
minister, introduced the Home Rule 
bill in the Commons, the Queen writes; 
" 1 cannot in this letter allude to poli- 
tics, but I know what your feelings must 
bo"; which Lord Tennyson accepts iu 
his reply as a reference to " the disas- 
trous policy of the day," and declares 
that they would die rather than see the 
rebellious loyalists of Ulster repressed. 

This evidence of tho Queen's stepping 
outside of her constitutional adviBera to 
condemn the Irish catiee, and possibly 
embarrass her ministers, will certainly 
cause much pain in Ireland, if it cloeB 
not create political trouble. Even the 
Times Questions whether it is discrete to 
publish the letterB..

Two United States Cutters Required to 
Keep the Peace There. 

Pout Townsend, Oct. G, — A private 
letter from St. Michael's via the cutter 
Perry, from Dutch Harbor, explains the 
story published some time ago about an 
Alaska treasure ship requiring protec- 
tion by the revenue cutter against the 
possibility of piratical attack.

TWO SEALING- CONFERENCES. 

The Allies May Hold an Extra One Wlthou 
Great Britain's Assistance. 

London, Oct. G. — The oflicials of the 
British foreign office have communica- 
ted to the United States ambassador. 
Col. John Hay, the final decision of the 
government, to the efl'ect that Great 
Britain must refuse to take part in any 
sealing conference with representatives 
of Russia and Japan. The British gov 
eminent asserts its willingness to confer 
with tho United States alone, but in- 
sists that Russia and Japan arc not in 
terested in the Behring Sea seala to a de 
eree entitling them to representation at 
the conference, 

The British government does not sug 
gest any date for the conference with the 
United States, and it is thought prob- 
able in London that Great Britain's 
withdrawal will result in two meetings, 
one between the United States, Russia 
and Japan, and the other between the 
United States, Great Britain and Can 
ada. It cannot be too strongly reiter- 
ated that the withdrawal of Great Brit- 
ain from the Washington conference iB 
due to Canada's insistence, and until 
Canadian oflicials informed the foreign 
office officials here of Canada's objec- 
tions to the meeting of representatives 
of Russia and Japan, Great Britain fully 
intended to enter the conference. 

Tho foreign office confirms, to a cer- 
tain extent, the statement made yester 
day in the Manchester Courier to the 
effect that there was a difference of 
opinion between Lord Salisbury and 
Ambassador Hay regarding the partici- 
pation of RuBsia and Japan in the Behr- 
ing Sea conference to be held at Wash- 
ington. The foreign minister does not 
deny that Ambassador Hay mentioned 
to him that Russia and Japan were to 
take part in the conference, but there is 
a divergence of opinion as to what Lord 
Salisbury's verbal reply was to that 
notification. 



MEDICINE PROM GERMAN V. 

Refusal to Accept President McKlnley's 
Choice for Consul at Cologne. 

Berlin, Oct. 0. — The German govern- 
ment has refused to recognize Mr. Fer- 
denand Newmann, of Illinois, who was 
nominated by President McKinley to be 
United States consul at Cologne. 

Washington, Oct. 6. — The state de- 
partment have never received officially 
any charges againBt Mr. jN T ewniann, 
though certain allegations were current 
that if supported would have made his 
selection properly objectionable tb the 
German government. Some of these are 
connected with the world's fair and a 
concert enterprise in which Newmann is 
said to have been interested, which re- 
sulted disasterouely to some German 
artists. The action of the German gov- 
ernment in thia case is final so far as 
any post in Germany is concerned. 

WEYLER WON'T RESIGN. 

But Takes Great Credit for What He Has 
Accomplished iu Cuba. 

Madrid, Oct. 0. — Senor Sagasta, the 
premier, has received a cable message 
from Captain-General Weyler, who 
oil'erB hiB services to the government, 
andsaya: " I Hhall not resign." 

General Weyler wrote an official let- 
ter to General Azcarraga, forwarded be- 
fore the resignation of Azcarraga's cab- 
inet, in the course of which he declared 
that the condition of Cuba has improved 
to a remarkable degree Bince the date 
when he assumed control of the island. 
He said: " The country has received a 
fresh lease of life." The letter, which 
iB much commented upon, ailegca that 
the Spanish army in Cuba is being 
maintained in an excellent state, despite 
the fact that the pay ia six monthB in 
arrears.

District Twenty Miles Square De- 
vastated by the Bush Fires 
Near Ottawa. 



Relief Trains Carrying- Food and 
Clothing: aud Public Subscrip- 
tions Called For. 



[From Our Own Correspondent.] 
Ottawa, Oct. 6.— The fire which has 
swept over the southern portion of 
Russell county has been the most dis- 
astrous ever experienced in this district. 
The Canada Atlantic trains got through 
the burnt district to-day, and passen- 
gers report the devastation and desola- 
tion to be indescribable. About a thous- 
and people were rendered homeless, and 
four liveB are known to have been lost, 
the victims being Mrs. Seviguy, her sis- 
ter and two children. 

A lumber mill, two flour mills, two 
churches, several hotels, one school- 
house, and about two hundred houses 
were destroyed. Farmers aud laborers 
the burnt area, which ia about 
twenty miles square, loBt everything. 

Relief trains have been sent from Ot- 
tawa carrying food and clothing. The 
city newspapers have opened subscrip- 
tion liBts, and a meeting of the city 
council has been called for to-morrow to 
devise relief measures. 



HUGE RAILWAY TRAFFIC. 

The Greatest Gain in Ita History Shown by 
ihe C.P.R. in September. 

Monthkal, Oct. G. — The wonderful in- 
3roiee in Canadian Pacific railway earn- 
ings is the talk of the street. For the 
last week in September the gain was 
$250,000 over the corresponding week of 
lust year, which iB more eloquent proof 
of improvement in business throughout 
the country than would bo volumes of 
commercial reports. 

This increase ia the largest in the his- 
tory of the company, being if 100,000 
more than any increase Bince the road 
was built. More remarkable still is the 
fact, that only twice in the history of 
railroads on tl lis continent has any rail- 
way shown a grow th of earnings greater 
than this, and those were in the good 
times of the 'SO's. 

" There will be greater increases," 
said Mr. Ogden, comptroller of tho road. 

Tho business ol the railway is now un- 
precedented. Every ear ia engaged, 
some of them many days in advance, 
and the rush of traffic from the West has 
been so great that a number of train 
hands have been transferred from the 
Maritime Province divisions to west of 
Port Arthur. There iB every indication 
that thia condition of prosperity will con- 
tinue for many months. 



Summer Hotel Collapsed, 

Chablevoix, Mich,, Oct. 6. — The big 
hotel at LindBay Park, which haB been 
the largest summer hotel among north- 
ern Michigan resorts, collapsed yfiflUr- 
day and is a total wreck. Forty work- 
men were buried beneath a mass of 
broken timber and Bpliutered boards. 
In a short time the injured wore taken 
out. Pierce Kendall, of Charlevoix, and 
Guy Hamilton , of Grand RupidB, were 
instantly killed. Ten others were badly 
injured.

MANITOBA'S HARVEST. 

The High Quality of the Wheat Will Make 
it a Very Profitable One, 

Toronto, Oct. 6.— B. E. Walker, 
general manager of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, who has just visited the 
Northwest says: " As far as Manitoba is 
concerned, the yield of wheat this year 
is disappointing in the number of bushels 
per acre. The yield will not amount to 
more than fourteen or fifteen bushels to 
the acre on the average, but the quality 
of the wheat is of a higher grade than 
ever before ; and with the high price it ia 
generally admitted that the larmerB will 
derive more from the present than from 
any previous wheat crop. 

" Manitoba has been paying its debta 
very satisfactorily during late years. 
This is the third good crop the province 
has had, and in consequence it now oc- 
cupies a very strong position financially. 
The improved condition of the farmB 
and farm buildings, and the improve- 
ments of all kinds in Manitoba compared 
with five years ago, when 1 last visited 
the WeBt, were such as to astonish me. 
The same Bigna of progress and prosper- 
ity were to be noticed in the variotiB 
prairie towns springing up in Manitoba. 
As to the future of that province, I 
do not think there is any kind of a doubt 
about it. I feel that Manitoba is on aa 
good a financial basis as any one of the 
other provinces. The day has passed for 
a discussion as to whether or not agri- 
culture in that province is a success. 
Too many of the Manitoba agriculturists, 
however, are still purely wheat farmers, 
just as a few years ago in the South nil 
were purely cotton growers. You do 
not yet see'around the houses in Mani- 
toba vegetable gardens and poultry aud 
other accompaniments to farm life that, 
are visible in Ontario." 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Further Victims of the Prairie Fires— Whole- 
sale Relief from the Milling Company. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 6.— Reports still con- 
tinue to reach the city of disaster to 
families by the prairie fires of Saturday. 
Under instructions from Mr. Ogilvie, 
the milling company here are sending 
a carload of flour and feed to tho settlers 
in the Brokenhead district, whom the 
fires rendered destitute. The C.P.R. 
are doing their share by carrying all 
such consignments free. One hundred 
head of cattle were burned in the Lake 
Francis district. Miss Price, a young 
woman betrothed to Mr. Upjohn, who 
wns one of the fire victims, haB been 
missing Bince Saturday, and is supposed 
to have perished. 

Lieutenant-Governor Mackintosh, of 
Regina, returned here from England to- 
night. His resignation of the office will 
probably take place at tho end of the 
year. 

A.T.Wood, M. P., of Hamilton, ar- 
rived here to-day from Victoria. He is 
recovering rapidly from his recent at- 
tack of illness. 

Tho Jubilee mine at Rat Portage ia re- 
ported sold for $25,000. 

A DEPOSIT AT LAST. 

The Contractors for the Fast Atlantic Ser- 
vice Put Up the Required 
Security. 

Toronto, Oct. 6.— Sir Wilfrid Lp.urier 
received a cablegram this morning to 
ed'ect that the Peterson Company con- 
tractors for the proposed new fast Atlan- 
tic service have made the required de- 
posit. 

SPAIN'S DOUBTFUL CREDIT. 

Refusal of an Application for Another Loan 
on Cuban Account. 

London, Oct. 0. — A despatch from 
Madrid to the Central News says that 
seriouB difficulty has arisen between the 
ministry and the Bank of Spain, Appli- 
cation was made to tho bank for 50,000,- 
000 Desetas on account of tho Cuban ad- 
ministration. The committee of the 
bank had a meeting to consider the ap- 
plication and virtually refused to ad- 
vance the money. Thereupon Senor 
Salvador, the new governor for the bank, 
demanded that the committee resign.

A Great Demonstration iu Approval 
of Weyler's Actions Duriiig 
the Campaign. 



General Desire That He Should Ke- 
niain— Spain Decides to Con- 
tinue the War. 



Havana, Oct. G. — la spite of Captain- 
General Weyler'a prohibition, a notable 
demonstration took place here to-day in 
his honor. The bourse was closed, as 
were also the principal stores and the 
tobacco and other manufactories. All 
the streets were decorated gaily. Tne 
various processions uuited at Central 
Park, and then moved together to the 
plaza in front of the Captain-General's 
palace, where as many as 20,000 people 
were gathered. Several bands dis- 
coursed patriotic music. The plaza and 
the thoroughfares leading into it were 
densely crowded. 

A number of deputations went to the 
palace, where they were received by the 
Captain-General. According to official 
accounts, they assured him that it was 
the deBire of all loyal inhabitants of the 
island that he should continue at tho 
head o£ the government and carry on 
the campaign againBt tho insurgents. 
They also expressed confidence that the 
Madrid government was " inspired with 
altogether too high designs for the wel- 
fare of country to withdraw tho illustri- 
ous chief who had subjugated the insur- 
gents." 

Captain-General Weyler, after thank- 
ing the deputations for their assurances, 
said he had accepted the command in 
difficult circumstances and without con- 
ditions. The success of the campaign 
could be estimated and properly appre- 
ciated from the visible facts. In the 
course of several months four important 
provinces had been nearly pacified, and 
he was confident of being able to pacify 
the two remaining provinces at the 
proper time with the forty battalions 
ready for the taBk. He aaid he expected 
to be able to pacify Puerto Principe and 
Santiago de Cuba at an early date. 

Madrid, Oct. 6. — At a cabinet council 
this evening the government decided to 
grant no autonomy to Cuba under the 
suzerainty of Spain, and to continue the 
campaign as long as may be necessary. 

A GERMAN LLOYDS FLYER. 

The Latest Big Steamship Makes a Record 
Between New York and Plymouth. 

Plymouth, Oct. 6.— The North Ger 
man Lloyds Bteamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
GroBse from New York for Bremen ar- 
rived here at 3 :05 o'clock this afternoon. 
The time of passage from New York to 
Plymouth was 5 days 15 hours and 10 
minutes. The big ship's average speed 
was 21.0 knots per hour. 

The time across is better by 18 hours 
and 14 minutes than the time of the 
Hamburg liner Fuerst Bismarck, which 
held the Plymouth record of 6 days 
hours and 24 minutes since August, 
189G, and at this rate beatB the South- 
ampton record of the American liner St. 
Louis of G days 10 hours and 14 minutes, 
made laat month, by about 13 hours, for 
had she been going to Southampton she 
would have been there about 8 :30 
o'clock this evening. 

THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

Demand for a Plain Statement of the Inter- 
national Demand3. 

London, Oct. 5 — The Times this morn- 
ing in an editorial on the recent currency 
correspondence calls for the publication 
of details as to what the French and 
American governments demand and 
oiler. 

The Daily News in its financial article 
refers to the rumors that an active cor- 
respondence is proceeding between the 
Home and Indian governments, and that 
the concessions to America will include 
holding a fifth of the Uank of England 
reserve in silver, raising the amount of 
legal tender of silver coin from £1 to £6 
and reopening the Indian mints, and 
says: "It is very much to be desired 
that an end should be put to the present 
mischievous agitation and its attendant 
disquieting reports." 

RUSSIAN SEALING DELEGATES. 

Mr. Foster Makes Public the Names of Those 
Appointed. 

Washington", Oct. G. — Hon. John W. 
Foster makes public the names of the 
following delegatus who are to represent 
the Russian government at the confer- 
ence: Councillor Martins, of the min- 
istry of foreign affairs and professor of 
international law at tho University of 
St. Petersburg; Court Couneillor P. 
Bookine, of the Russian diplomatic ser- 
vice, formerly attached to the legation 
of that country at Washington ; and 
Councillor of State Grebnitslcy, governor 
of the Commander islands. 



TALKED TOO MUCH. 

The Disastrous Weakness of a Naval 
Attache in London. 

London, Oct. 0.— Senor de la Oamara, 
naval attache ot the Spanish embassy in 
London, has been recalled. It is be- 
lieved that tho action of tho Madrid gov- 
ernment in recalling him was taken in 
consequenco of his utterance in an in- 
terview published on September 24 in 
which he was reported as saying that 
while Spain had no desire to go to war 
with the United States, if forced into a 
conflict with that country she would 
make a good showing, considering the 
position of the United States in tho 
world. 

IIo further aaid that the United States, 
in his estimation, wasnot a very formid- 
able Bea power, many of tho American 
vesaelB not being equal to the require- 
ments of foreign warfare. He did not 
think that Spain had any definite plan 
for a naval campaign in the event of war, 
but if such existed it would bo modified 
by any assistance received from another 
European power. Tho belief is preva- 
lent hero that the Spanish government 
shares the general impression that Senor 
de la Cainara has talked too much. 

THE PREMIER BANQUETTED. 

He Speaks With Regret of the Necessity for 
Adopting United States Methods. 

Toronto, Oct. 0.— Tho board of trade 
banquet to Sir Wilfrid Laurier to-night 
was a great success. The Pavilion waB 
crowded; Edward Gurney presided. The 
Premier spoke at great length. IIo en- 
larged on the advantage of tho St. 
Lawrence route for trade and tourists, 
reading a telegram from Mr. Fielding 
that the Petoraon company had made 
the required deposit for the fast line ser- 
vice to-day. He announced that every 
cent put into public works would he to 
cheapen public transportation. Regard- 
ing the Americans, he said that while 
the Canadian government are anxious 
to get trade they would not purchaBe it 
at the expense of the honor and dignity 
of Canada. He regretted the alien labor 
law, but the boycotting of Canadians by 
Americans made it necessary to apply 
their own methods. He concluded by 
referring to efl'orts to stop sweating on 
public contracts. 

SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 

Resolutions to Govern "Voting at Parlia- 
mentary Elections. 

Hamburg, Oct. 6. — The Socialist con- 
gress sitting in this city to-day adopted 
a resolution endorsing the decisions of 
of the Zurich congress in aid of the pro- 
tection of labor, and also a resolution 
passed providing that iu the case of 
second ballota in election to the Reich- 
Btag, instead of abstaining from the 
voting where their candidates are de- 
feated on the first ballot, Socialists shall 
support whichever candidate pledges 
himself to vote against every sort of 
septennate or quinquennate, against 
the introduction of new taxes or the 
raising of existing ones, against all ex- 
ceptional laws and all measures involving 
encroachment upon universal suffrage or 
lawB of association or press laws. 

Herr Bebel's motion also provides that 
if neither candidate will pledge himself 
to these demands Socialists must 'abstain 
from voting aa they have done hitherto. 

A BIG CHICAGO FIRE. 

It Started in the Stock Yards and Spread to 
Business Houses and Residences. 

Chicago, Oct. G, — Fanned by a strong 
wind from the west, tire broke out in the 
Dexter Park pavilion at the Union stock 
yards this afternoon and spread to the 
district between Ilalated and Union 
avenues and Forty-third and Forty-fifth 
streets, demolishing business houses and 
residences. The worst sufferers among 
the residents were those liv- 
ing along Halsted avenue be- 
tween 43rd and 44th streets. The 
business houseB and residences being 
frame structures furnished ready ma- 
terial for the flumes, which raged from 
3 o'clock until 5, and then yielded to the 
vigorous work of the fire department. 
The total damage to the Dexter Park 
pavilion is estimated at more than 
$50,000, but it may exceed that Bum, as 
the exact num her of horses burned in 
tho fire is not known, and the calcula- 
tion of the amount of feed Etured in the 
pavilion is yet to be made. A number 
of persona were injured, and one man, 
according to an employe of the stock 
yards, was burned to death. 



OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Bears Succeed in Causing Several Sharp 
Declines Though the Close Was 
Firm. 

Nkw Yonic, Oct. G. — Tho bulls maintained 
a waiting attitude for the most part in to- 
day's stock market and the bears were suc- 
cessful in shutting out further stop-loss 
orders and depressing tho general level of 
the market a further sharp fraction. There 
seems to be long stock to sell and the hears 
are thus encouraged to continue their ef- 
forts. Where there is a tendency to realize 
they apply pressure by short selling and so 
precipitate the decline to a point whore 
stop-loss orders are added to the weight on 
the market. The consequence of this policy 
was some very sharp declines in special 
stocks during the day. Sugar, Chicago 
Gas, Manhattan, Bay State Gas and the 
grangers being the victims of tho most 
aggressive attacks. 

The lowest prices of tho day were early in 
the final hour, but the last half hour of 
trading saw a steady hardening of prices 
which materially reduced the net losses. 
All the factors in" the general situation in- 
dicated a continued increase in actual value 
and there was no assignable cause for the 
decline except the exaggerated level of 
prices which has been attained. Tho an- 
nouncement of the withdrawal from tho 
Hank of England of $500,000 in American 
eagles for shipment to Xow York had the 
ellect of steadying prices. This was tho 
more notable as tho movement is consider- 
ed to be the beginning of a steady import of 
gold. Sterling exchange sold at ?4.84J4 to- 
day, that price being offered at seller's 
option for the balance of the month. 
The ample supply of gold at present in the 
country must be accepted as accounting 
for the small effect produced by the im- 
pending gold movement. The rates for 
money in tho Xow York market showed 
further tendency to harden. If all these 
circumstances are taken into account it 
will not seem surprising that small account 
is taken of the movement of gold hither. 
London was a buyer of stocks in this 
market to-day, and statements of railroad 
earnings all continued to show increases. 
Nevertheless the result of this irregular 
trading is the showing of net losses extend- 
ing from a fraction to over a point through- 
out the list. 

The Evening Post says: Active shares 
declined a point or more in the opening 
hour, recovered feebly during the early 
afternoon, and yielded again in the later 
hours to the lowest of the day. There 
were few small-margined speculators left to 
make possible some liquidation. The stock 
market rallied slightly at the close, hut net 
declines wore considerable. Outside mar- 
kets were generally strong. 

The Evening l'ost's financial cable says: 
Tho stock markets were steady and quiet 
to-day. Americans opened dull, but over 
the parity. There was scarcely any selling 
bore, and the absence from the markets of 
tho Jews restricted the arbitrage dealings. 
Prices were steady ut the close. The with- 
drawal of £100,000 gold from the Hank of 
England from America had little effect on 
the market for the shares, where it is 
argued that Now York does not want gold 
specially, but does desire to resell to Lon 
don the* shares recently shipped from here. 
Tho firmness in to-day's Loudon discount 
market is duo to the gold shipments to 
New York.

'Victoria Exhibitors Much in Evidence 
—Vancouver's Japanese Mission 
— biocesau Meeting:. 



Encouraging Reports of Mining: in 
Cassiar and Cariboo— Dividend 
From the Hall Mines. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 6.— Word was re- 
ceived to-night that Arthur Jordan, the 
explorer, had arrived at Ashcroft with 
:5fty voyagera bound for the Yukon. 
They will g° t I0m Ashcroft toQuesnelle 
and Teslin lako. 

Harold, the two-year-old boii of W. 
Eatlet, fell through the wharf near 
Spicer's Mill, on False ureek, this morn- 
ing and was drowned. 

The Methodists in Toronto are much 
interested in their work among the 
Japanese in British Columbia, which, 
they say, is assuming considerable im- 
portance. It is estimated that there are 
now nearly 2,000 Japanese immigrants 
in British Columbia. A church for the 
Japanese Methodists is about to be 
erected in Vancouver. Two of the con- 
verts lately gave strong evidences of the 
sincerity of their Christianity, by giving 
up their work during the fishing season 
at Steveston to act as nurses of the sick 
Japanese free of charge, maintaining 
themselves by work during the balance 
of the year. 

The Synod of the Diocese of New 
Westminster will bo summoned by the 
Bishop tn meet in November, at Christ 
church, Vancouver. In this connection 
the Church Record says: "The bishops 
assembled at Lambeth advised the ex- 
tension of the provincial system, and 
that the metropolitan of each province 
should be styled archbishop. Weexpect 
then that British Columbia will become 
an ecclesiastical province, and then who 
should be metropolitan, but the bishop 
who is now about to gather his Synod 
together in the chief city, in the future, 
of British Columbia." 

An interesting case under the Game 
Act came before Mr. J. A. Russell. P.M., 
at the police court yesterday, involving 
the identification of the various species 
of grouse to be found in the province. 
Mr. D. C. Webber, of Hastings street, 
has been selling grouse, but the birds 
are, he maintains, "ruflled" grouse and 
perfectly distinct from those known as 
"willow" grouse. Mr. Bullock-Webster, 
the chief of the provincial police at New 
Westminster claimed that they were of 
the willow species, which are not sale- 
able at this season, and an interesting 
debate on the subject waB indulged in. 
Mr. Webber endeavoring to prove his 
case from a natural history work which 
lie produced. Eventually the case was 
adjourned for a week for expert evidence 
to be obtained on the subject. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Oct. 0. — To-day 
was a civic holiday, in honor of the 
opening of the annual Westminster fair. 
At 10. o0 a.m. the grand inaugural pro- 
cession started, proving auuntiBually in- 
teresting feature. The whole three com- 
panies oi the Second Battalion were in 
line, with three bands, and the Boys' 
Brigade followed. There were twenty 
carriages containing federal, provincial 
and local officials. At 11. 30 o'clock 
President Trapp spoke. He called at- 
tention to the number of strangers 
present, among them representatives of 
the London Times and the Toronto 
Globe. He introduced Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Dewdney, who was greeted with 
great applause. 

The Lieutenant-Governor congratu- 
lated Westminster on the perfect weather 
and the large crowds present. He re- 
ferred to his having been a Westmin- 
ster pioneer, landing thirty-seven years 
ago. He spoke of the progress and ad- 
vance made from year to year, and 
though a provincial Bhow it might be in- 
augurated with the assistance of a pro- 
vincial grant, Westminster being a suit- 
able place for holding it. Though he 
would hi! retiring from office shortly he 
would at any time be glad to put his 
services at their disposal. He then 
formally declared the show open. 

The whole exhibition is ahead of those 
of other years. The fruit and roots ex- 
hibited are generally commented upon 
as outstripping any display before seen 
in the province. The experimental farm 
shows '200 varieties of fruit, among them 
25 different varieties of apples. Fancy 
work is a special feature, the display be- 
ing highly attractive. Amateur painting 
is far below the average, the display be- 
ing small and badly arranged. The 
Albion Iron Works have an ex- 
cellent showing of stoves and 
grates. Cunningham Bros.' display of 
Btoves is also very attractive. Cut and 
arranged flowers occupy several tables, 
Latham's nursery exhibit creating fa- 
vorable comment. Lucas, of Vancouver, 
had a $000 exhibit of wigB, hats, and 
ladies' toilet fancies. The Westminster 
creamery had 210 pounds of butter and 
shipping tubs on show with Manager 
Batclifie's patent tub covers. Private 
displays [of dairy products and bread 
were large and of great merit. Fiudlays 
had ar. immense exhibit of soap of every 
grade, a very creditable showing. 

Okell & Morris' exhibition of fruit 
preserves was oven ahead of the superior 
displays of other yearB. The biscuit and 
cake exhibit of M. R. Smith & Co. of 
Victoria was very much admired. The 
British Columbia Timber and Trading 
Company occupied a large space with 
products of the mill and shop, tastefully 
arranged. Nelson's Brewing Co. had 
one of the best arranged exhibits. The 
Singer sewing machine company had a 
first class display. The Automatic Can 
Co. spent much time and money in their 
display ; they had machinery running on 
the spot, making cans. Brackman & 
Ker had a large display of rolled oats in 
sacks attractively arranged. 

The chicken display vvae vastly 
superior to those of previous years. The 
big exhibitor was ex-Aid. Towler, of 
Vancouver, who showed 100 birdB. I

lion's share of the prizes. The pets of 
the show wore beantiiul boar hounds 
shown by Mr. Nicholles, of Vancouver, 
and a St. Bernard weighing 110 pounds 
and finely proportioned. 

The cattle bhow was up to the stand- 
ard, Chilliwack breeders being as usual 
to the fore, among them E. Kipp. Swine 
and sheep were also up to the mark, 
MessrB. Wilkinson and Kipp surpassing 
their splendid efforts of former pears in 
the sheep exhibit, particularly Mr. Wil- 
kinson. The horse exhibit was poor, 
generally speaking, both in quality and 
numbers. 

The Junior Lacrosse match played on 
the grounds was won by Westminister 
by G to 1. The weather was perfect and 
the attendance larger than last year. 

ASHCROFT. 

In the matter of the shooting of Jus. 
Hamilton of Slate Creek by Mrs. Thos. 
Rabbitt, the following was the verdict 
at the coroner's inquest held at Tula- 
meen by Coroner John Clappertou : 
" We, the jury empannelled to inquire 
into the matter of the death of James 
Hamilton, after hearing and duly con- 
sidering the evidence given in the case 
do find that James Hamilton came to 
bis death by a gunshot wound, said gun 
being in the hands of Mrs. Euphemia 
Rabbitt. And it iB our opinion and 
belief that Mrs. Euphemia Rabbitt Bhot 
the said James Hamilton in self-de- 
fence." Mrs. Rabbitt was committed 
to stand her trial at the Kam loops 
assizes. W. II. Whittaker and Charles 
Wi'son, Q.C., will have charge of the 
case. Much sympathy is expressed all 
through the district for Mrs. Rabbitt 
and her family. 

J. M. Ironsides, who has been pros- 
pecting in the Omenica country for 
some months past, has arrived in Ash- 
croft from Manson creek. He reports 
Col. Wright getting on all right and 
pushing work on hiB ditch and flume, 
although he will not be able to wash any 
tiiia season. Captain Black has his 
water on and will be aide to have sev- 
eral weeks' run. Mr. Ironsides is very 
enthusiastic about the country and con- 
fident that there is lots of gold there, 
and that the hydraulic companies when 
they get to active running will do well. 

"Quite a number of men," says the 
Ashcroft Mining Journal, " have pros- 
pected in the Omenica this season with 
various results. With the large number 
of men who will go into thiB and adjoin- 
ing districts, a mining country of un- 
known wealth will be opened up to the 
world which will outdo the much talked 
of Klondyke. Men who have spent 
some time on the different streams of the 
Omenica, Peace and Findley rivers and 
Cassiar districts are all of the same opin- 
ion, that the crowds of miners will 
gradually drift from the Yukon down to 
these districts. Good pay has been 
found on nearly all of the streams, and 
the climate is BUch that men can work 
with ease, compared with the Klon- 
dyke." 

The first car of ore to be sliipped from 
Ashcroft is about to be sent to Butte, 
Mont., from the Rivers mine on the 
Bonaparte, operated by the B.C. De- 
velopment Company. Thie is the test 
car of ore and the results of the first 
shipment will be anxiously looked for 
by people in this vicinity. The B.C. 
Development Company have pushed 
work steadily on their twelve claims on 
the Bonaparte. Leonard W. Parish is 
in charge of the work. Comfortable 
quarters have been built on the Bona- 
parte side of the wagon rnad. This/com- 
pany will build a concentrator next 
spring at their claims. 

NELSON.

FACTS ABOUT CANADA. 

About a dozen years ago a paper on 
Canada waa submitted to the editor of 
one of the oldest and best known Eng- 
lish magazines. It was chiefly a com- 
pilation from official reports. In accept- 
ing it the editor said he had been obliged 
to alter certain parts of it, which ap- 
peared to be extravagant, giving as a 
reaaon, ''Wa have been in Canada and 
know about these things." The article 
as printed was minus the very things to 
Bet out which it had been written, The 
plain unvarniahed truth was too much 
for the editor who had been in Canada 
and knew about it. When the British 
Association was here, Professor Perry 
remarked casually to a Victorian : " So 
we are three thousand miles from Mont- 
real!" to which the Victorian an- 
swered: "And sixteen hundred from 
Klondyke, and Dr. Dawson says that 
farming can be carried on successfully 
for a thousand miles of that distance." 
" What do you think of that, Henriui?" 
asked Prof. Perry of the gentleman of 
that name. "I don't think anything 
about it yet," was the reply. " I am 
trying to understand what it means." 

The man who has been to Canada and 
knows, is very much in evidence in theEe 
Klondyke days, It is time that he gave 
place to the man who is trying to under- 
stand what the greatneBB of Canada 
means ; for it ia safe to say that no one 
can compreheud what the possibilities 
of the Dominion are. We know a little 
more about it in Canada than strangers 
do, but that is about all we can yet 
fairly claim. In the blue hooks of the 
Dominion government and the several 
provinces there is a vast collection of 
important and trustworthy data, but in 
their present form they are not of very 
much service; first, because they are in- 
accessible to the public, and secondly, 
because they aro disconnected and en- 
cumbered with a mass of detail. If 
the Dominion government would employ 
a competent editor and give him a corps 
of assistants, lie would be able to extract 
from theBe books, which aro a veritable 
mine of information, sufficient data to 
make a single volume of great interest, 
which would tell in a systematic and 
readable way what is known of theDom- 
inion from the standpoint of tho emi- 
grant and capitalist. 

There is another claBS of information, 
which, if of a more fugitive character 
than that contained in the blue hooka, is 
yet of very great value. For an example 
reference may be made to two interviows 
in yesterday morning's Colonist. One 
of these ia to tho effect that probably 
placer and quartz mining will be suc- 
cessfully carried on in the whole region 
traversed by tho JJalton trail, and the 
other is of the Bame nature in regard to 
the Stickeen-TeBlin trail, These are 
statements of enormous importance, 
which at any other time and in an)' 
other country would attract great atten- 
tion. British Columbians have had such 
a surfeit of news of this nature that 
nothing short of a verified discovery of a 
mine of coined sovereigns would arouse 
more than a passing interest. Yet the 
probability of the areas referred to, one 
of them 2J0 miles broad and the other 
135, proving to be highly auriferous ia of 
incalculable importance. It is not 
necessary to enlarge upon it now, and 
the matter is mentioned only for the 
purpose of illustrating what a vast 
amount we have got to learn about our 
country. There is, perhaps, no way in 
which bucIi fugitive information can be 
utilized except through the newspapers, 



NEAL DOW AND HIS WORK. 

The writer of this article was driving 
one day through a street in Bangor, Me., 
on his way to the New England Fair. 
On the same seat of the buckboard with 
him wereanEuglishman, who was mak- 
ing a leisurely trip around the world, 
and a resident of Bangor. Tho latter 
was dilating for the edilication of the 
Englishman upon the fact that, although 
there had been 22,000 people on tho Fair 
grounds on the previous afternoon, there 
had been but one case of disorderly con- 
duct and not, so far aB had been report- 
ed, a solitary case of drunkenness. The 
Englishman said that this was the 
strongest testimony ho had ever heard to 
the efficiency of the Maine prohibitory 
law. To this the Bangor man replied 
that it waa not, because liquor could be 
bought anywhere in the city, which was 
to all intents aud purposes true enough. 
The Englishman replied that this only 
made the thing more remarkable. "You 
tell me," ho said, "that each one of 
those 22,000 people could have gotall the 
liquor they wanted, and yet not a man 
among them was drunk. Were they a 
selected lot of people?" The reply waa 
that they were a fairly representative 
gathering from different parts of the 
state. "Then," said the Englishman, "if 
they could get all the liquor they want- 
ed, why did none of them have any?" 
" I suppose they didn't want it " was 
tho Bangor man's answer. "Well," 
said the Englishman, " when I go home 
to England and tell the public that I 
saw 22,000 people at a fair in this state, 
all of whom could get all the liquor they 
needed and so few of them needed any 
that there was not a drunken man in the 
crowd, it will not be much uso for me to 
add that the Maine law is a failure." 

Aa a matter of fact there had been a 
few drunken men at the Fair but they 
were promptly ejected from the ground 
by a very vigilant police. The president 
of the association holding the Fair, who 
himself was a habitual user of intoxi- 
cants and one of the most determined 
opponents in the state of prohibition, 
explained the rigor of their regulations 
on this point by saying that public opin- 
ion would not tolerate the presence of 
drunken men. 

The writer has had opportunities of 
observing the operations of the prohibit- 
ory law both in the cities and towns of 
Maine, and the result of them waa that 
in all the largo cities liquor was freely 
sold, although with a pretence of con- 
cealment; that in the smaller cities the 
sale was less com mon and more secret, and 
that in the villages and rural districts 
the sale was either very clandestine or 
wholly non-existent. It is a fact that a 
large majority of the 900,000 peoplo in- 
habiting the State of Maine have never 
seen intoxicatine liquor sold except un- 
der circuniBtanceB which made the Bale 
a crime in the eyes of the law. There is 
very little poverty in Maine, and the 
condition of the people, in the rural dis- 
tricts especially, is exceedingly thrifty. 
Undoubtedly prohibition has not been 
the success in Maine that Neal Dow an- 
ticipated; but it would be a mistake to 
say that it has been a failure. Whether 
its results have been such as to warrant 
other communities in imitating the ex- 
ample of Maine is not now under discus- 
sion. Anyone who haB had practical 
experience in the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic will admit that no general 
rule can be laid down regarding it. 
There are localities where such a law 
will be as successful as any law can be. 
There are others where it will be a com- 
plete failure. It is an abBurd failure in 
Portland, Me., so far as the amount of 
liquor sold is concerned; but it would be 
easy to name other places in the state 
where it is a success. 

The result of Neal Dow's work is that 
a generation have grown up in Maine a 
very large proportion of whom regard 
the traffic in intoxicating drinks as 
criminal, These people are scattered all 
over tho United States, and their in- 
fluence, undoubtedly, is on the side 
of sobriety. It would indeed be 
a great error to suppose that tho 
work of Neal Dow is to be measured 
by what ho accomplished in Maine. 
This waa perhaps the least part of it. 
I lis labors in that state suggested to the 
world the possibility of putting a stop to 
the liquor traflie. It is worth re me in bor- 
ing that the total abstinence movement 
is a very modern affair. Many men now 
living saw its inception. As for pro- 
hibition, it is an idea of yesterday only 
so to speak, aud if it did not originate 
with Neal Dow, he is certainly entitled 
to the credit of having made the world 
familiar with it. The experiments in 
total prohibition that have been tried in 
same states of the Union, the local 
option lawB in force in others and in 
some parts of Great Britain and Canada, 
and the movement for a plebiscite on 
prohibition in Canada, can all be directly 
traced to the teaching of this energetic 
Maine reformer. Like most, reformers, 
he lived and worked before the world 
was quite ready for his planB. Public 
opinion, without which the moat wisely 
framed law ia so much wasto paper, was 
not ready for the Scott Act in most parts 
of Canada where it lias been put, in 
operation. Temperance reformers aban- 
doned moral auaaion and resorted to 
the strong arm of the law before they 



had accumulated a sufficient reserve of 
public sentiment to make the law effec- 
tive. The measure of their failure is the 
lack of this sentiment. Yet it must be 
conceded by all criticB that Neal Dow's 
influence has been widespread and bene- 
ficial. If he failed to do all that he 
attempted, it was because he under- 
estimated the tremendous force of the 
evil he coin batted. 



WILL JAPAN FIGHT RUSSIA! 

A member of the British Association, 
who spent a number of years in Japan, 
and whose relations with the leaders of 
public opinion in that country qualified 
him to express an opinion, stated that 
his most positive conviction was that 
Japan would light Russia at an early 
opportunity. He said that tho conflict 
would have been precipitated on the 
conclusion of tho war with China, if 
Japan had been the equal of Russia on 
tho Bea • but Russia had two more battle- 
ships on the Asiatic station than Japan 
had, and the island statesmen did not 
believe it wise to risk a collision with 
such odds againBt them. Shortly the 
navies will be equal in battleships aud 
Japan will be the stronger in cruisers, 
while her naval forces have had experi- 
ence in battle. When this comes Bus- 
sia may expect to find her rights in Corea 
and Manchuria called in question in 
peremptory fashion. 

At first sight it may seem odd that 
Japan Bhould bo ready to provoke such 
a collision, but a little consideration will 
Bhow that it would not be wholly un- 
wiso to do so. At present Russia is cut 
off from her Pacific frontier by many 
long miles of land over which thero is no 
railway. In five years this will no 
longer be the case, and the Czar's forces 
can bo transported across his vast do- 
mains and war material can be forward- 
ed with speed and safety. It would be 
almost hopeless for Japan to think of 
fighting Russia after the Siberian rail- 
way ia completed, 

But some may ask why should they 
fight at all. Three reasons can be as- 
signed. One is that it was Russia that 
profiled territorially by Japan's defeat 
of China. Whatever right the Emperor 
at Pekin may have had in Corea, cer- 
tainly the Emperor at St. Petersburg 
had none. Yet Japan, after compelling 
the former to abandon his pretensions, 
has tho chagrin of Beeing the latter step 
into hie place. In the opinion of Jap- 
anese statesmen Corea is worth fighting 
for. A Becond reason is that Japan 
seekB territorial aggrandizement on the 
mainland. Her ambition leads her to 
suppose herself capable of playing in tho 
Orient the role that Great Britain played 
in the Occident, and unless she makes a 
beginning before Russia has a complet- 
ed railway at her command, it will be 
everlastingly too late. A third reason, 
and probably the most potent one, ia 
that if Russia ia not checked, the Mika- 
do will become the Czar's vassal. This 
is so plain that only those who are wil- 
fully blind will fail to see it. If anyone 
supposes that Russia will long permit 
Corea to remain independent, he 
aimply ignorea the whole history of Rus- 
sian diplomacy. The first step towards 
such a consummation will mean war 
with Japan, and if the beginning of the 
conflict is postponed for five or Bix years, 
Russia will be strong enough on the 
Pacific coast to do what she will with 
that country. That one of the results of 
victory would be a real, if not avowed, 
protectorate over the island kingdom is 
not to be questioned. This would mean 
the end of Japan as an independent na- 
tion. 

In view of these considerations, it 
Beems very reasonable to conclude that 
it would be true statesmanship for Japan 
to go to war with Russia at the earliest 
moment that she ia ready. If she takes 
this course, she Btanda a fair chance of 
winning. With three first-class battle- 
ships, thirty-five cruisers of all classes, 
and a flotilla of fifty-eight torpedo boats, 
and an available fiuhting force of 300,000 
men, Japan would bea formidable ad- 
versary on the Asiatic coast for any 
nation. 



deprecated, and this remark applies not 
only to accent and distinctness but to 
the proper use of words. With very 
many people the use of slang haa become 
bo much a matter of course that when 
they fool obliged to use good English 
they are at a Iobb for worda. There is no 
doubt that deliberation in speech lends 
dignity to the speaker and adds weight 
to what he aays, even in an ordinary 
conversation. It really pays to take time 
to speak properly. 

We suggest that school teachers have 
a good deal to learn along this line. 
They should make an effort to see that 
their pupils learn to express themselves 
in good distinct English. A speaking 
reform could be given a great impetus in 
the family circle. English is to be the 
universal language, no doubt. Let us in 
Canada do our share to keep it a 
clear and distinctly spoken tongue. 



THE SPEAKING OF ENGLISH. 

A recent visitor to Canada has been 
tolling the St. James's Gazette about the 
Canadian accent. He found English 
spoken in Canada with quite as marked 
an accent as in tho United States, al- 
though ho Bays there is a marked differ- 
ence between the two. By what ho 
calls the American accent he probably 
moana the nasal twang of some New 
Englanders, for it ia folly to talk of an 
American accent aa though some special 
style of pronunciation were common to 
tho whole United States. There is as 
great a difference between a Vermont 
Yankee's accent and that of the native 
of Georgia as there ia between the 
twang of the former and the high 
falsetto affected by some English people 
and thoir imitators, It is quite a sur- 
prise to be told that there is such a 
thing aa a marked Canadian accent, but 
that is very probable, and we do 
not know that we need worry oureolves 
much over it. A more serious charge 
is that we speak indistinctly in this 
country. If this is true, and we believe 
it is, the fault ought to bo corrected. 
Much of the indistinctness complained 
of ia due to rapidity of speech, which 
runs words together in such a way that 
a Btranger, not accustomed to the accent, 
may find it difficult to follow a conver- 
sation.

The British Columbia mines 
will give employment to many thousands 
and settlers will turn to profitable ac- 
count the rich agricultural and grazing 
hunts of Chicotin and other sections ot 
country, at present practically unex- 
plored. — B.C. Mining Record.

refinery, is to receive 14,000 cases of 
Eraser river fish as stiffening on the 
Mainland, coming then to Victoria to 
complete, and sailing hence for London 
about the end of tho present month 
The Balmore, Captain George M. Mc 
Laren, is ono of Robert Ward A Co's 
Liverpool fleet and is the first of all to 
get to sea. Her cargo represents a valu 
ation of $274,578 and is in abstract made 
up as follows :

A Good Impression Made at Ottawa 
The Orphans' Home Sub- 
scriptions. 



To the Editor: — The two principal 
expositions m e over(TorontoandOttawa), 
and I now have a few moments to give 
you my impressions. It is stated officially 
that nearly 400,000 strangers visited the 
Toronto fair during the two weeks. I 
could not help contrasting the enterprise 
ot the two railways (O.P.R. and Grand 
Trunk.) The Grand Trunk had a little 
box office ten feet square, with just a 
few folders hung around, while the 
Oanadia Pacific had a largo pavilion in 
which was shown the products of mine 
and field from, ocean to ocean. There 
was wheat, oatB barley, rye, flour and 
vecetables, wild and cultivated grasses 
and fodder representing the country from 
Keewatin to Edmonton. The absence 
of the British Columbia fruit exhibit 
was a disappointment to thousands, and 
very many asked. " Where is the British 
Columbia timber and coal exhibit?" 
The mines were well represented by a 
magnificent exhibit in charge of Alder- 
man Johnson, of Roasland; the council 
of that city paying the expenses ac- 
counted for the absence of coast ores. 

The Manitoba mines exhibit waB in 
charge of Mr. M. J. Henry for the gov- 
ernment, while the Northern Ontario 
mine interests were looked after by Mr. 
Randall, who is heavily interested in 
that section. One realizes in such a col- 
lection of samples what vast mineral 
wealth we have in Canada and the utter 
useleaaiiess of provincial jealousy, for 
mined from wherever it may be, the 
greater output must enrich the Domin- 
ion and incidentally all parts of the 
Dominion ; still I cannot but conclude 
from what I saw from the Kootenaya 
and other sections of our province that, 
as yet, British Columbia stands head 
and shudders above the other provinces, 
not only in output but in richness. 

Specimens were exhibited from Hall 
River, Lake Winnipeg, shores of Hud- 
son Bay, Lake Do Bomet, Edmonton, 
Rat Portage, Battleford, Hawk Lake, 
Mechepecoteu, Nepawa, Kootenays East 
and West, Slocan, Desbarats, Wabegoou, 
Like of the Woods, Shoal Lake, White- 
fidh Bay and Mauitou. 

With regard to advertising routes to 
the Klondyke, Seattle and Edmonton 
were very much in evidence. Large 
blue and gold streamers bore the follow- 
ing : " Gold all the way from Edmonton 
to the Klondyke," while cards were dis- 
tributed witii map, "All the steamship 
lines for the Klondyke start from Seat- 
tle." I heard ^before leaving the Coast 
that an advertisement was to be put in 
the Eastern papers in the interests of 
Vancouver and Victoria, but it was 
never seen here or at Ottawa. I would 
have had some printing done to capture 
this trade, for there are syndicates and 
parties forming all over the East here, 
but was afraid the councils and boards 
of trade would leave me to foot the bill 
Something must be done to get the trade 
which legilimately belongs to British 
Columbia, for I have seen letters from 
Seattle giving prices and contrasting 
against Victoria without mentioning the 
duty, etc. If "newspapers" are to be 
the medium, I would suggest articles 
raibei than display ads. because they 
will be read, whereas display ads. will 
not. At Ottawa the management were 
so impressed with what we placed on 
the canvas and the information given 
that they offered ub the grand stand for 
45 minutes for two evenings. Accepting 
the offer, we reached 14,000 people in the 
two evenings, but had the misfortune to 
break two condensers operating in the 
open air. I shall be glad to use any 
reliable information which may reach 
me accompanied by photographs show- 
ing actual development work done on 
any mine.

CANADIAN STONE PREFERRED 

And Admitted Free of Duly for Use on the 
Buffalo Breakwater. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. G — A Washing- 
ton despatch to the Express to-day says : 
" Canadian stone used in construction of 
the breakwater in the harbor of Buffalo 
will be admitted free of duty. Assist- 
ant-Secretary Howell, of the treasury, 
Bent instructions to that eflect to-day to 
the collector of customs at Buffalo. The 
decision of the treasury department was 
made in response to a letter from 
Representative Hooker of New York, 
chairman of the house committee on 
rivers and harbors. The letter repre- 
sented that a large quantity of stone is 
required and that Canadian Btone is 
considered superior for the purpose. 
The collector is instructed to allow the 
material in question to be used on the 
breakwater without requiring entry or 
the payment of duty except on such por- 
tions aB may be landed in the United 
States and not used on the breakwater. 
The ruling is based on the decision made 
heretofore which allows the free entry 
of foreign materials used in the construc- 
tion of bridges on the northern frontier.

London, Oct. C. — It is understood here 
that an eminent Russian jurist will be 
selected as umpire in the Venezuela dis- 
pute. The selection will not be an- 
nounced officially until the Czar has 
formally given his consent to the ap- 
pointment. There is some controversy 
as to whether Great Britain or the 
United States shall approach Russia 
first on the subject. 

The Duelling Premier. 
Vienna, Oct. 0. — Count Badeni, prime 
minister of Austria, who was wounded 
in the arm in a duel with Herr Wolff, 
made his appearance in the Reichsrath 
to-day for the first time Bince the en- 
counter. He received an enthusiastic 
welcome and was overwhelmed with 
congratulations. 

A Great Rifle. 

Melbourne, Australia, Oct. G. — x\. Vic- 
torian named ABhtol has invented a 
rifle which, it is asserted, is superior to 
any other rifle in use. Satisfactory gov- 
ernment testa of the weapon have been 
made with the result that the claim of 
the inventor appearB to be indisputable. 



THE WHAT IS IT. : 

A Learned Publication Deals With the 
Aerial Mystery. 

The Canadian Engineer says: "On 
the 13th of August, at Vancouver, an 
object was seen in the sky traveling 
eastward, which had all the appearance 
of an airship, ahd what was Baid to be 
a balloon was reported at two or three 
dill'erent points in Manitoba and the 
territories. At 12:40 on the morning of 
the 16th, C. W. Spencer, superintendent 
of the Eastern division oE the C.P.R., 
was Bitting with Thoa. Hay, hia assistant, 
in the observation car of the train 
which had left Port Arthur for Sud- 
bury, and as they were approaching 
Gravel River, and sat admiring the 
clear starlit heavens, they saw, in the 
wordB of Coleridge, " a Bc-un.etb.ing in 
the sky." There was a large white 
light, and at au angle above it on the 
left a red light and at a like angle on 
the right a white light. The object ap- 
peared to be about half a mile above the 
earth, and when first seen was at an 
angle of 30 to 10 degrees above the 
horizon. It seemed to be moving with 
the wind about 30 miles an hour, as the 
train was running at -15 miles an hour, 
and the object appeared to fall in their 
wake. When they had watched it about 
three minutes the train turned inland 
from the Bhore of Lake Superior, and 
before it was hidden behind the bluffs 
it tilted and turned inland, apparently 
following them up the valley. As it 
turned the red light became blue, and 
there waa diBclosed in line with the 
main headlight a row of four lights 
terminated by a circle or ellipse of a 
dozen lights, in the midst of which waB 
the dark body of the air ship, The 
light had the Bteady clearness of electric 
or acetylene light, and Mr. Spencer 
and Mr. Hay could form no other 
opinion than that it wbb an airship, 
and if the object seen at Vancouver was 
the same, it must have travelled to this 
point, 2,100 miles, at the rate of about 
700 miles a day. It is quite possible 
that some inventor has set to work 
quietly and unostentatiously, and thus 
put his theories into practice before an- 
nouncing hiH diecoveries to the world; 
and if he has not since come to grief in 
the wilds north of Lake Superior, we 
shall soon know that air navigation 
was first accomplished on Canadian ter 
ritory." 

A Very Ragged Game. 
Boston, Oct. 6.— The last ball game o 
the season and the third in the Temple 
cup series waa as dull and uninteresting 
a contest as has been seen here for many 
a day. The Baltl mores won with ridicu- 
lous ease and clofied their engagement 
here by practically exhausting the pitch- 
ing talent of the BoBton nino: Score: 
Baltimore, C; Boston, 3. The two teams 
were banquetted to-night at Faneuil 
hall and to-morrow will play in Worces 
ter.

iMcotoo, tho Kanganie, gave tho or- 
der, and nono of tho coolies who had 
followed him from tho Tamil countrj 
on tho Indian ooast to work ou tho coffet 
plantations in Ceylon dured disobey the 
chief. Work and eat I If you cannol 
work, die. Thero is no placo for th< 
disabled, thero is no room for tho feoblo. 
It is tho law of tho beast and it is th< 
law of the ccoly. Moreover, Ivainasamj 
hud no claim of kins-hip with thopeoph 
of the KangnBie, for bis mother had 
died ou tho crowded steamer which 
brought tho coolies across tho strait, 
and his father had died of cholera by 
the roadside ou tho long- march up coun- 
try to tho plantations. Ho had worked 
-well while ho could for his fourpcuco o 
clay, and ho had been on good termf 
with tho others, but that had nothing 
to do with it. Ho was fated to fall sick 
of tho fever. Ho was fated apparently tc 
dir. Therefore tho coolies saw him 
slowly starvo with calm, undisturbed 
faces. 

"Curry him nut," said tho Kanganie 
and went on with his supper. Two in- 
different young men placed Ramasamy 
ou a litter, mada liko a laddor of bam- 
boo sticks tied with viues to longei 
poles, and, none protesting, boro him 
out. From up tho mountain, whero the 
unfilled highlands ranged, camo the 
bark of the elk; from beneath, whore 
tho bazaar hid in tho valley, camo tho 
faint cries of tho villagers. But in the 
coffee bushes it was very still and lone- 
ly, and a sick child's cry would bp 
heard by nono. Where thero was least 
chance of his being found by any passer- 
by the coolies laid tho podyan down and 
left him.

Ho had 
no idea that when Pvitmasamy was re- 
stored to strength thero was anything 
out of tho way iu allowing the cooly 
child to potter about tho bungalow and 
make himself useful cleaning boots and 
learning to wait on his master. 

Tho sinnadoro know little about the 
laws of caste, so powerful among Indi- 
an peoples. Ho did not know that he 
himself was earning tho contempt of 
tho laborers on tho estato for treating a 
low casto urchin with tho favor he 
good naturedly bestowed upon Kamasa- 
rny. Nor did ho realizo how deeply he 
was wounding tho feelings of tho ab- 
sent manager's old servant, Do Silva, 
by permitting the boy, whom Do Silva's 
religion taught him to look upon as 
something on an equality with a dog 
and beneath tho respect due to a oow, 
to do for him the little personal serv- 
ices which the Cingalese had jealously 
performed himself. In the nioantime 
Kamasarny grew fat and was happy, 
adoring, 'Worshiping the big laughing 
white man who hud rescued him.

Economy at tin- Austrian Court. 
According to the Vienna papers, tho 
domestic arrangements of the imperial 
household of Austria havo recently 
been subjected to reforms of the most 
radical nature. Hitherto, it is stated, 
the waste and mismanagement havo 
been gigantic. Now, however, many 
ancient usages — some of them dating 
from tho time of Maria Theresa — have 
disappeared forever. Formerly tbo serv- 
ants enjoyed many perquisites, which 
amounted to a very considerable sunt 
during the year. There were "deputa- 
ten, " or allowances of wood, wine or 
venison. Each domestic, too, used to re- 
ceive two large wax candles daily in 
summer and three iu winter. In future 
the "deputaten" will bo abolished, and 
thero will bo a rigorously fixed weekly 
allowance of candles, which will not 
err on the side of extravagance. 

The liveries of tho court servants 
have also been the subject of reforms. 
Thoso used to remain the property of 
the wearers wheu they wero changed 
for a new outfit. Now they must be re- 
turned to tho superintendent of the 
household. In past years tho wine con- 
sumed by tho servants has amounted to 
somo 15,000 litres a year. This, it is es- 
timated, will in futuro bo reduced by 
two-thirds. The custom of permitting 
tho servants to appropriate and sell tho 
remains of all the household moals and 
banquets is also to bo done away with. 
On tho occasion cf corcinonial banquets 
tho perquisites on this hoad havo fre- 
quently amounted to 40 or 60 florlus a 
head to tho attendants concerned. In 
futuro tho remains of all suoh banquets 
are to bo purchused en bloo from the 
comptroller by a contractor. In these 
ttud other mnttors tho houso of Hapa- 
burg has determined in futuro not to 
despise donatio economy. — Lgrdon 
Daily News.

Tells of the First Gold Taken Out 
of Klondyke Ten Years 
Ago. 



The honor of having discovered gold 
on the Klondyke has been set down by 
Mr. 'Win. Ofiilvie to a man named Car- 
mach in 1887, while Joseph Ladue atates 
that it waa a man named Henderson 
who made the lucky strike in 1890. 
There arrived in town laat night a man 
who speaks with the authority of actual 
personal experience, statea that gold in 
paying quantities was first discovered on 
the Klondyke river in 1SS7 by John and 
Peter Nelson two young Scandinavians, 
a companion named Maiden and another 
man named Dan Hague. 

The man who vouches for this is Mr. 
Heury Franklin, after whom Franklin 
creek was called and who was one of the 
discoverera of the famous Btreams oi 
Forty Mile and Sixty Mile. 

Mr. Franklin came down yesterday 
from the Big Bend with Capt. Garland, 
who has been engaged in extensive 
hydraulic mining works there. Capt. 
Garland and Mr. Franklin are now on 
their way to San Francisco to meet 
Joseph Ladue, who was Mr. Frank- 
lin's partner in the discovery of 
Sixty Mile Creek in August, 18S5. The 
objective point of the present visit is the 
Yukon. Just where in that enormous 
region the party which is to be formed 
will make for, Mr. Franklins does not 
of course care to say. but he feels con- 
fident from his experience in 18S7, when 
he took out as high as $200 a day, that 
he will make a greater discovery than 
even Bonanza creek, rich as it is. 
Mr. Franklin's confidence need not be 
wondered at in view of the wonderful 
discoveries with which his name has al- 
ready been connected. He is a born ex- 
plorer and uniting with good practical 
experience the scientific training of a 
civil engineer, is a keen observer and 
understands how to apply his knowledge. 

Away back in August 18S3 Mr. Frank- 
lin, who waB then prospecting in the 
Yukon with a Russian Finn named 
Henry Maddison, discovered for the firet 
time pay gold on the Lewis river. Gold 
had been heard of before in the Yukon, 
but not iu quantities that paid to mine, 
and consequently it would not be out of 
place to call him the Father of the 
Yukon. 

Sixty-Mile was discovered by Mr. 
Franklin and Joseph Ladue, the 
king of Dawson City, in 1885, 
and the famous Forty-Mile creek 
that did bo much to call attention 
to the Yukon was discovered by Mr. 
Franklin and Jim McAdama on Sept. 7, 
1S86. 

Such a record of famoua discoveries 
perhaps has never before fallen to the 
luck of one individual miner and points 
very forcibly to the fact that Mr. Frank- 
lin has the gift of smelling out gold. 

Between 1883 and 1SSS Mr. "Franklin 
travelled over no less than 20,000 to 
25,000 miles of the great Northern coun- 
try known generally aa the Yukon. 
From Lake Bennett north to Minock 
creek, in the Arctic circle, ho places the 
gold bearing belt at 15 milee, and says 
that the Cassiar country in British Col- 
umbia is a southern extension of the 
Bame great gold bearing belt, whose 
eastern limit Eeems to be the Rockies. 

The present trip will be made during 
the winter by way of the Stickeen river 
and the Tealin lake trail, the all Cana- 
dian route, which Mr. Franklin pro- 
nounces the best road into the Yukon. 
It is comparatively flat, and consequent- 
ly with snowshoes and toboggans a man 
can take in all the provisions ho needs. 
In fact he gave an instance 
where one man had pulled 800 pounds 
on a sleigh over snow with a good crust 
on it and seemed quite certain that it 
would be quite possible to take in 300 
poundB of atnff on one toboggan. Once 
on Tealin lake it was all smooth sailing 
over the ice right to the heart of the 
Yukon. 

Mr. Franklin is well known to the old 
timers in Victoria and no doubt will 
meet quite a lot of old Yukoners during 
bid btav here. 



HE BURNED THE VESSEL 

And Ships Carpenter Karlsen May End His 
Life In a British Prison. 

Salem, Mass., Oct. C. — Captain J. W. 
Dunham, whose ship the Favoniua waa 
burned at sea near Pensacola, Florida, 
on September L9, nnd who has just 
reached his home here, gives the delaila 
of the affair and of the arrest and trial of 
Karl Karlsen, a Norwegian carpenter, 
who was accused of Betting the fire. 
The case was heard before the United 
States commissioner as provided for by 
treaty with Great Britain, the FavoniuB 
being a British vessel, and upon the 
evidence submitted the accused car- 
penter was held, and has been sent to 
England for trial, with the witness who 
testified against him. 

The evidence showed that the carpen- 
ter was so anxious to avoid making the 
voyage to Rio Janeiro that on the day 
preceding sailing ho intentionally muti-

lated himself by cutting off with an axe 
the end of two lingers of hiB left baud, 
but a physician who was summoned on 
board the Bhip said the man was able to 
proceed in the veRsel. A short time be- 
fore the fire was discovered the man was 
seen to approach the forward ventilator 
with a large roll of oakum in his hands. 
All effortB made to extinguish the fire 
were fruitless, and the vessel was aban- 
doned. The puniehment for the crime 
of which Karlsen is accused, in the 
United States, is death, and in Great 
Britain is life imprisonment. The Fa- 
vonius was of 1,600 tons burden. The 
ship was valued at $50,000 and the cargo 
at about $15,000. 



THE DALTON TRAIL. 

Rothschild's Representative Came That 
Way and Found It Good Travel- 
ling. 

Taco.ma, Oct. 6.— Henry Bratnober, 
the celebrated mining expert, acting for 
the Rothschilds, of London, has reached 
Tacoma direct from Dawson City. He 
came over the Dalton trail, and made 
nearly the whole trip alone. When 
within a hundred miles of Lynn Canal 
he found the mail carrier, who had lost 
his bearings, and they came out the bal- 
ance of the distance together. Mr. 
Bratnober left to-day for San Francisco. 
He refused to talk about his own busi- 
ness, but said that the amount of gold 
on the tributaries of the Yukon had not 
been exaggerated.

Mr. Henry Donisou Predicts 
Starvation for Residents of 
Dawson.

Henry J. Donison, a miner and pros- 
pector who sixteen years ago made his 
home in this city, paid old friends here 
a flying call yesterday evening, en route 
to San Francisco from the Sound. Ho 
now claims Dawson City as his place of 
residence, and only left there on the 
26th of August last, by which date he 
declares all danger of a winter shortage 
of provisions had been removed. There 
have, he sayB, been no great strikes re- 
cently and consequently there will be 
little or no more gold received from the 
Klondyke country thiB autumn. The 
first and second BteamerB of the spring 
will be the treasure bringers if he is not 
mistaken, old miners at DawBon having 
estimated their probable freights of gold 
dust at all the way from three to ten 
million — none under the leBser sum 
mentioned. 

Although a veteran Alaska miner, Mr. 
Donison is not a Klondyke pioneer. He 
only left Dyea going into the now gold 
country on the 13th of April last, and 
reached Dawson Bixteen dtiya later— hia 
party having travelled night and 
day, and with most favorable weather 
to assist them. This was unquestion- 
ably fast travelling, but Mr. DoniBon 
nevertheless found time to do a little 
prospecting en route, although without 
finding anything good enough to locate. 
Both going and coming he had ample 
opportunity for familiarizing himself 
with the trail, and with thia knowledge 
he emphatically contradicts the state- 
ment recently published by Joaquin 
Miller that the trip from Dyea to Daw- 
son can be made in thirteen days and at 
a coBt of but $100. 

"In the first place," aayBMr. DoniBon, 
" no man can make the trip in thirteen 
days unless his party travels night and 
day, in two shifts, as we did. Certainly 
the journey cannot be made for $100. 
Why packing from Dyea to the summit 
costs 35 cents a pound, and packing aix 
months' provisions at this rate in itself 
means an expenditure of more than the 
sum stated. BoatB, too, are not to be 
had for the asking. When I reached 
Lake Linderman on my way in they 
were worth $100. Coming out I found 
that the price had jumped to $500, and 
even $600 and $050. 

" The difficulties of the overland trip 
have nevertheless been very much ex- 
aggerated. There is nothing from April 
to September to daunt any courageous 
man or woman in it, and there is plenty 
of work to be had at good wages when 
you get through. There are only two 
trails into the country that are worth 
consideration — Dalton'a and the Dyea 
route. The former is especially good for 
cattle, while the Dyea trail is the old re- 
liable one, the only trail on which you 
will find the Indians. No power on 
earth can get them on that bog hole 
known as tho Skagway trail. 

" Skagway at the preseut time is 
a has-been city. One month ago it may 
have had a population of 1,000. When I 
passed through on ray return it had less 
than two hundred. It was a mushroom 
metropolis which seemed to arise for the 
purposes and benefit of gamblerB, saloon- 
keepers, restaurant men and real estate 
sharps. Its little day is done now, un- 
less it should through railway construc- 
tion next summer secure a new leaBe of 
life."

HON. DONALD ERASER DEAD. 

A Man Who Itendered Valuable Services to 
British Columbia in Years Long 
Gone By. 

A private cablegram from London to 
hiB old friend and colleague, Hon. J. S. 
Helmcken, announces the death yester- 
day of Hon. Donald Eraser, for some 
li tno a member of the legislative council 
of British Columbia and one of the moat 
active and useful friends of the colony 
from 1S5S to tho early " sixties." 

It was in tho memorable days of 'i'J 
that the scholarly gentlemen now de- 
ceased came to California from England, 
and for many years noted ub special cor- 
respondent in San Francisco for the Lon- 
don Times. When he removed to Vic- 
toria ni'ie years later ho retained his 
journalistic connection, transferring sim- 
ply the scene of his labors, and speedily 
distinguishing himself in a series of pic- 
turesque and very favorable letters on 
the characteristics and resources of this 
new and at that time littlu known sec- 
tion of the Empire. 

Partially in recognition of the signal 
service thus rendered British Columbia, 
but more because the keen-eyed old 
governor recognized in him a man of 
force, brilliancy and stability, Mr. Eraser 
was taken into the executive council by 
Sir James Douglas some time about 1869, 
and shortly afterwards he erected a hand- 
some residence which ho fitted up as a 
bachelor establishment for his own use, 
on upper Humboldt street. In 1802 
Hon. Mr. Eraser removed from Victoria 
to London, revisiting this city but once 
since — and that in 1865. He has during 
the past 30 years resided in London con- 
tinuously. 

Upwards of 00 years of age at the time 
of his demise, the late Hon. Mr. Eraser 
retained his faculties unimpaired to the 
last. He will long be remembered for 
his fine litorary taste, his rare power of 
description and his enthusiastic appre- 
ciation of British Columbia's dormant 
resources. His early letters to the Times 
were undoubtedly the means of attract- 
ing a large British immigration to thia 
country in 1858 or 1859 — men who work- 
ed for a time in the Eraser river mines 
and then formed the nucleus of the pres- 
ent provincial population.
